America leads the world in the 
paper industry. iVe have here Ihe 
laraesi paper inills in Ihe world, and 
there are in thiscoinilry more paper 
mills, two or three times over, than 
there are in any other coiintiy. 
England has in round niirabeVs 
about 400j>aper millf?, while Ameri- 
ca has adoiit 1.800. Our materials 
cost more than I hey cost abroad, 
and our pa[>er mill workers get from 
two or three limes as much money 
per day for their labor as do the 
foreii-ners, yet such is the peifec- 
tion of our machinery that we can 
lurn out the staple grades of paper 
cheaper, or at least as cheap, and 
much belter than can be ilone in 
any other country. 

We import somethini: lesvs than 
four million dollars' worth of special 
grades of paper during a year, as 
for example the Japanese papers, 
lilhographiiig ))Mper, parchment 
papers, etc., while we exjiorr close 
on to h\x million dollars worth of 
book and writing paper. 

During I he past four or five years 
we have obtained a strong footlndd 
in the marketsof England, and we 
are shijjpi g news |>ap( r e<|>ecially 
to London, Southamplon and Liver- 
p .ol, by the lens ol thousands dol 
lars' worth every week, while it is 
not ui usual for New York City to 
ship $26,000 lo S.'ifi.OOO worth of 
news paper a week to one or more 
Ausitalian ports. 

Four or five years ago an agent of 
Edward Lloyd, limited, who owns a 
large paper mill at Sittingbourne, 
England, made a lour of this 
country, ami before he returned he 
left an order for an i^nieiican fast 
Minnin« Fourdinier machine, to 
cost from ^30 000 to 840,000. That 
miuhine, when it was set np in 
England, very nearly worked a re- 
volution in the manufacture of news 
paper in that country. 

Several others have been built in 
America for use in England since 
then. We have sent a number of 
Fourdinier maciiines to Scandinavia 
and F niand, within three or four 
years. American architects now plan 
(» ipT and pulp mills to bo built in 
Norway and Swe-len, and they are 
filled with American paperandmill 
pulp niacii uery. Japan hasbought 
several Ihonsand dollar ' woilh of 
American fiaper-making machineiy. 

As a result of the ^-rowing use «f 
American p iper in England, En 
glish manufacturers ate paying less 
attention to tbe mannfactuie of 
|iri».ling paper, so-called, and it is 
(irobalde that in the course of a few 
years they will confine themselves 
lo the ma;)ufHclure of high grade 
specialties in paper, in which the 
cost of the raw material is of com- 
paratively small con.»;oqu >nce, and 
ill which the largest proportion of 
tne cost of pioductiou reside* in the 
labor and the processes employed. 

A genetation ago (Terinany be- 
L'an to use wood pulp in making 
papei; a little latei we began to 
import pulp, and we bought a great 
deal of it abroad. To-ilav we im- 
|»ort very little, and that only of 
special grades, while large qiianti- 
ties of American pulp are shipped 
to England, Germ.inv. ami ..ih.T 
European points. 

The star of empire, Ml so iar as 
paper making Is concerned, has 
moved across the Atlantic during 
the past len years.

Mary Tales Peel, widow of the Inte 
Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, whose con- 
nection with t.he New Yoric Institu- 
tion as teachor. Principal, and final- 
ly Emeritus Principal, is familiar lo 
All who know of the deaf and their 
educational e«tal»Iisliments. .Mrv. 
Peet died in Washington, D. V., 
on Tuestlay, March 5th, at one 
o'clo<:k in the afternoon. The im- 
mediate cause of death was heart 
failure, followinf; an attack of the 
"grip." 

Mary Toles wa* born in the year 
1836, and became deaf from dropsy 
on the brain at the a^e of thirteen 
yearH. It was not until two years 
afler the loss of hearing that she 
was entered as a pupil at the New 
Vork Inslilutiou for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb. Her educa- 
tion had lieen so ad vancod before 
becoming deaf, that on enterir.jj the 
institution at the age of fifteen, she 
was able to enter the highest class, 
and graduated with honors two 
year* later, In 1863. On the 27th of 
Jnn»», 1854, she was married to Isaac 
Li wJH Peet, then a teacher under 
Id'- Principalj»hip of his father, 
Harvey Prindle Peet LL.D., at 
the Church of the Puritans, l.5lh 
Street and Broadway, the site of the 
prf'Hent t-i-U-hrated jewelry eslablish- 
meiii of Jiffrtoy <fe Co. Four chil- 
dren were born to them, three of 
whom survive — namely, Dr. Walter 
H. Peet, a promising physician, of 
Yonkers, N. Y. ; George Herl»ert 
Peet, now President of the Board 
of Trade of Providence, R. I ; and 
Eiizalieth Peet, an instructr>r in the 
Ojliimliia Institution, at Kendall 
Green, Washington, D. 0. 

.Mr.i. Peet, when a young girl, 
was possessed of remarkatde l>eauty. 
To this she adde<^] a cultivated in- 
ielle<t, and a charm of manner 
which made her popular io the 
large ani refine<l circle of society in 
which she moved. She was very 
fond ot society, and as a hoittess ex- 
celled in the enteii ' nt of 
guests, and when if , lered 

ttiat ft wa« largely from among the 
highly educated hearing {>eopie 
fhit her friends were drawn, it 
will at once be understood how 
great were the social acompli.nh- 
ments aud personal graces with 
which she was endowed. To the 
d*'af she waM always I lie jrenerous, 
indulgent and faithful friend; and 
her greatest hap[>ineas was to en- 
tertain and converse with them. 
To the deaf friends of her sehool- 
davs her heart beat loyally and 
true, and even those of a later day 



he became Emeritus-Principal of 
the New York Institution, Mrs. 
Peel's jjoem was the feature of the 
occHsion. She wrote a poetical 
greeting to the Prince of Wales 
(now King Edward VII.) on his 
visit to the New York Institution in 
1861, of which the following is an 
extract: — 

Right loyally we greet hitn, too, 

For every heart should bend, I ween, 

In honiajje to such worth as that 
Which sits enshrin'd in England's 
Queen.

The brave young Briton here ;

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DEAF AND DUMB MAN HUNG HIMSELF 
THIS MORNING. 



George C. Payn of of Tut ties, 
N. Y., who was visiting nt the 
home of his aunt, Miss Estlicr 
Christie, near INIayfield, commit tod 
Huiciile this morning by hanirinjf 
He was «leaf and dumb and had 
been a studCTit at the Rochester 
Deaf and Dumb Institute for Honie 
time. He was 2.3 years of age. He 
He is survived by his father and 
mother, a brother and sister, all 
living at Tuttlos. 

The last s^en of the young man 
alive was at tbe farm about three 
miles east of the city, about 9 
o'clock this morning, when he left 
the house and went toward the barn 
which is located about ICO feet 
from the house. AI)oiit half an 
hour after the young man wont 
away Lewis Yost went to the barn 
on some personal matters and found 
Payn's body liauifing near the cow 
stable with a rope around his neck, 
the rope being suspended from a 
plank. Yost immediately called 
.Miss Christie and anfl the rope was 
then cut, after'whieh tin- body was 
laid on the barn floor and effort was 
raa^^ie to resuscitate the young man, 
as the Dody was still quite warm. 
The attempts to revive was un- 
successful, and Amos Chrisiie, a 
brother of Miss Christie, was sum- 
moned and be notified '^'oroner 
Everest of this city. The latter 
went to the Christie farm accom- 
panied by Dr. Lefler, and examined 
the remains. They found a m.Mrk 
around the neck, nearly cutting the 
skin, but there were no other marks 
of violen<;e and there was every in- 
dication that Pa^'n died of strangu- 
lation.

Mr. W, Duddel, nn electrician 
of London, has dis(!overed a inelhod 
of piodueing musical sounds from 
Iheelecliic nn', and recently gave 
a lecture upon tliesi" in vest iizat ions 
belVue the Loifdon Institution of 
El'Ctrical Engineers. It is only the 
soHd carb(U), that which is homo- 
geneous in its nature, that is ca- 
pable of producing these unusual 
sounds. The coied carlions are 
absolutely silent. Not only is it 
possible to obtain musical sounds, 
but they may be varied so as to pro- 
duce a tune, and to exemplify his 
thesis, the inventor played a popii- 
Ijfiair. The variations in I he sounds 
an; a(!coin|)lislied by a by-pass or 
shunt jilaeed aero.ss I Iks carbons, 
and which have Uk; same effect as 
the fingers and keys upon a llule. 
Mr. Duddell, in tiie course of his 
lecture, arranged four arcs in series 
to inciease the inti-nsity of Ihe 
sound, and by varying the self- 
iuducticm and capacity in theshunt 
circuit by means of a keyboad, of 
two octaves, iiroduced his tune. 
The keyboard may be placed at my 
distance from the lamps without 
depreciating the musical effects 
emitted by the arcs. The inventor 
has also requisitioned the electric 
light arc for receiving telephonic 
messai;es transmitted ft<un another 
point, of llie liiiilding.

Somewhat of a sensation was 
created by the annoiiii(!emeiit l)y 
the Rev. J. M KoelilcM', alter the 
meeting of the Bi 'le Classes yester 
day afternoon, March '2il, that ai- 
raueeinenls were being ma<io for 
tlie Clu.iese Mission to u.se AH 
Souls' Churtdi for devotional ex- 
ercises. 

Til M'c w;is a lartre tittendanci^ at 
(he classes, and the news was of 
'Ueli a siirinising kind, that alter it 
WHS made heads were turned tov\ar.l 
<'i\('.\\ other in wonderment and 
«ilent comteinplaliou. Perhaps the 
snddiMi annouiK^cmei t had as snd 
deiily produced visions of pig tails, 
rats, mitic, seiu'iiions, cocuroaches, 
etc., and a thousand and oti(> fears 
of possible evils lo Ihe hilherto 
iindi.-itiirbed worslii|ipers. But Pas- 
tor Koehler, who is a pretty mind 
reader, easily saw what iioiibled the 
iniods of his p(M)ple, and entreated 
them to wail paiieitlly until he had 
explained the whole lUiiltir, when 
he bolieveil they would take it 
belter. 

. All eyes were then CDucentrated 
upon him, as ho liegiiu by saying 
I hat Bishop Wiiilaker apiu'oved of 
md hoped for the su;.'eess of the 
|)lau. Of all the churches within a 
radius of a mile or two of Chini 
town. All S mis' is most li'tle used, 
generally but twice a week, ami on 
I. few special occisions; and, ihere- 
fore, it is best able lo accomino laie 
'lie Chinese Mission, whose mem- 
bers number about one hundred 
mil (iriy. Besides it is also mosi 
eonveiiienily lo(;aled for them. 
The plan isto allow IheCliinese to 
occupy all Souls' on Sunday and 
Monday evenings ohly. The deaf 
never use the Churcdi on Ihe-^e 
nights, so that it can be reaoi'y 
■leeii that there is to be no inter- 
ference whatever wilh the regular 
work of All Souls' Mission. Tiien 
again it should bo noted tluil the 
Chinese Mission is simply allowed 
the use of the Church on Ihe even- 
ings specified, while tlie deaf con 
linuc as the "' hosts and keepers" of 
it. The two Missions will work 
separately as heretofore, and ihe 
deaf are not exp(>cted to commingle 
»vith Ihe Mongolians. It is believed 
that such an arrangement iloes not 
I'onllicl with the clause in the deed 
of I rust, wdiich speeitles th.it tlie 
church property sluill be for the' 
" exclusive u.xe of the deaf," by a 
iberal int«M'pretation. However, 
Mr. Koehler promised lo see to it 
that the interests of the deaf shall 
lie jiroiecied as long as he is 
Ministei'iii-charg(>. C)rcouise, the 
('liinese Mission will be cx|iecl"d lo 
conlribiile towards Ihe mainten- 
ance of ihe property in return for 
ihe privih>ge of using it. This will 
be one m\\ int.age to All Souls" Mis- 
sion and a i.'realer one than may b(> 
getrerally supposed li waspoiuted 
out that the Cninese Mission is 
backed by some rich, influential 
Episcopalians, who also bestow their 
benelieeiice upon the All Smls', so 
that it would hardly be wise for the 
d(>af lo refuse their new protege the 
simple privilege. Two misxions 
worshipping in one church building 
will in time tend to bring that 
church more to the notice of ihe 
public than ever before. S) All 
Souls' Cluiiidi will have another 
advantage. 

Till' new^ arranginent may lead to 
a long-wishod-forconsuiniiatiou, the 
Syle .Memorial Parish House. So 
little is known of All Souls' by hear- 
ing public, that there has iicen a 
gieat deal of misnndeistanding 
about it. It is thei-efore of the 
ereiitest importance for us to en 
deavor to draw more friends to it and 
to gain their sympathy, aid, and 
support. 

After .Mr Koehler had finished bis 
explanation, the gist of which is 
given above with some additions by 
IIS, he asked for Ihe views of ihe 
deaf on Ihe matter, adding that, if 
there was opposition, the Chinese 
would refuse to «'ome. 

It <leve|i)ped that there was only 
one '' voice" raised against Ihe plan 
and that by a lady, but we believe 
that, upon her second sober 
thought, she too will sanction it out 
of the depth of her charity.

His g(>sticulalions, incaning 
that that he wanicd something to 
eal, were not uudersi.Mid by (ho 
pasbcis-by, and his strange, mean- 



ingless mutterings caused many 
timid ones to hurry away when the 
old man approached them. 

" Toward Friday lioon Kennedy 
became so weak fr-oin want of food 
that he could scarcely stand, and i\e 
walked along Eighth .street looking 
in vain for sht Iter. In the rear of 
a store at Eighth and Christian 
streets he found a stable door 
slightlv ojien and,, entering, he 
climlicd into Ihe hay mow and fell 
exhausted in a d.irk corner. 

" Kennedy slept in the cold stable 
that night, tmd on Saturday morning 
he was so weak from his illness and 
exposure that he could not move. 
'I'wico on Saiurdaj he heard persoes 
in the stable below him, Iml he 
could not attract atiention. With- 
out food or drink he passed Satur- 
day niyht in the dark corner of the 
hay mow. 

"Early yesterday morning two 
small boys enlered th(> st.ilde, 
threw open the iloors and climl)ed 
into the iiiow, with the purpose of 
throwing hay down. Kennedy was 
aroused from his stupor i)y the 
noise, and weakly muttered. The 
boys were fiielnened iiy the noise, 
and. jumped m from the mow, they 
ran to the house an<i summoned 
help before ilicy would return lo 
the stable, 

" WhiMi the mow shutters were 
opened Kennedy was found in the 
corner tniruing witli a high fever 
and nearly delirious. Word was 
sent lo the Penii.sylvaniji llosp'lal, 
and an ambulaiuje was hurried to 
Ihe .stable. It was liigh lime that 
hel|) arrived, for the old man was 
in a pitiable condilion, and beeime 
iiiK'onM-ious before ilie hospital ^^a.^ 
reaidied. Prompt treatment reviv 
ed him, however, and whi^e he is 
still e.infiiied in the hos[>ilal, he is 
expected lo recover. He was 
strong enough histtiight lo relate, 
by llie deaf and dumb alphabet, 
his experience on the street and in 
the staiile." 

The following was sent, us : — 
An enjoyable birihday party 
was teiiden d to Mr.s. Joseph M.iyer, 
Jr , at her home on (Carlisle Street, 
im Tuesday evening. F<d)ruaiy 
IDth. It was one of ihe happiest 
events that has taken place in 
deaf-niiite circles iii this city for 
some lime. Only five deaf pei'.Mins 
v.eie present, they being Mr. and 
Mrs. Mayer's best friends, the rest 
being he,-iring persons, and nla- 
tivcs. It is a well-known fact that 
Ihe Germans ai-e loyal entertainers, 
and her, and Ihe Mayeis are no 
exception to this rule. The guests 
enjoyed theiiiselvt'sin games, socitil 
eonveise, (>tc., iritil a late hour, 
when an old-time German lunch 
was pai taken of, nud soon after the 
guests departed for their homes, 
feeling well plt^.'^eiV and wishin;.' 
Mrs. Mayer many more happy 
years to come. 

This is Ihe llr.-, ..u,,- we have 
heard of this aged deaf-mute livinj 
in this city. Maylie he came here 
from another place. Is he an 
eligible subject for the future 
Pennsylvania Home?

SICK. 



I^ is sometimes .said that Ameri- 
cans lack in the element of st.cial 
retliiemont. It is true that deport- 
ment is not a Bpeci.iliy in any sense 
in Ihe average American home or 
school. Indeed, the spirit of the 
Anierican is so Intensely one of in- 
dividual independence, manifest in 
his inbred dislike of every Ihiog 
that smacks of what is vulgarly 
termed toadyism, that he is perhaps 
careless in tlie ol>servance of com- 
mon everyday c nirtesies. Chestei- 
field's observations are quite obso- 
leie. Indeeil, wherever a design to 
practice the precepts and ir.idirional 
deportments of the so-ctlled, belter 
Eniopean society, is observed, re- 
marks are indulged by people in 
ordinary, not at all complimentary 
to the would-be Chesterfiehlians 
Dickens' Turveydrop and his 
deportment as inspiration for un- 
couth suggestion, and the making of 
mirth-provoking eomiuirisoin, fur- 
nishes many of the cj-nically inclin- 
ed their weapons of ridicule. For 
American deporlment is really neg- 
ative so far as rule and precedent 
are cone ined, aud what there ii cf 
It, sometimes sincere and an output 
of generous regard perhajis, is .still 
quiie indefinable Of cour.sc, it is 
not salisfactoiy to Ihe more thought- 
ful classes, and though successive 
gc'ierjitions, when emereing from 
their schools, ma3' discover, each 
over its predecessor, a bigher con- 
ception and more improved taste 
in Ihe depart ineut of life's cour- 
tesies, still it is clear that more 
should be done than is lining to 
etiltivate "good manners" by 
8\-slem;itic method, both in s«hool 
and at home. The prevailing onre- 
lessness in these affairs cannot but 
be condemned 

'I'here are certain observable fea- 
tures of everyday deportment, wor- 
thy of mention and thought. An 
American nod of recognition, for in- 
stance, when ntdghbor meets neigh- 
bor incidentally, upon the street or 
at the threshold of the church, is 
usu«ll>' a very petftinctory act. It 
eoiMisis sometimes of a slight niotion 
of the head forward, jerky, often- 
times awkward, and, in some in 
stance*, accompanied by a glance 
which varies from the weakly 
austere to one of half-savage 
severity. It may be .said, also, 
that there ire meetings on ti'olley 
em's, and on the highways, wdien 
peojile well known to esch other 
avoid the commonest recognition. 
An austere, motidy individual, may 
know bis neighbor to-day, but 
slight or snub him at the meeting 
tomorrow. The classes that en- 
deavor lo be coui Icons, may be 
gnnving on"s, but Iheir opposites, 
who, seemingly se'f satisfied, are 
ever cold and uudeinonstraiive, are 
found in all societies, in the village 
as well as in Ibe city. Then, too, the 
hundreds w ho are courlecus only \ 
when patronized, are never pleas- 
ant nor companionable. Pr.ictical- 
ly lhe\' are minncrless, and live in 
shadows of their own existing Wei 
refer lo tlicse observable features 
of everyday tleport meat, or lack of 
deportment, simply to engaue 
attention IS lo the need for fuller 
ihoughtfiilness regarding the valne 
of proper eonrlesies, irraei.nwl v 
observed. 

As an olijpci -lesson, the m.iuer 
prescn(ed Is pertinent and sugges- 
tive. Life is <ol<l enough at b'St. 
Ho is a "generous soul," who. 
through his courteous bt»aring, 
accentuates Ihe aenliinents of 
American brotherhood, and help.x 
on in the development of the higher 
sense of kinship, which should not 
only be universal, but abounding in 
ils output, in all humanilarian 
ff races. — The Caldwell Nen>a.
